Wood, then sent in a hard 
rive which hit ithc post and rebounded, 
TJic Toronto men were trying hard to 
even up matters while McGill was in the 
deep end. Rcilley was in good position 
to idioot but Parsons bopped on him till 
he let i?o of the l>all. Rcillcy's hat was 
rammed owr his head in the procedure.
